New York, July 15.—The Mail says, in re- 
gard to the riot, all talk about innocent and 
peaceful spectators is nonsense.

DIRS. WHARTON. 
An Indictment Found Against the 
Baltimore Borgia. 

BAHN, July 15.—In the Criminal Cour! 
of Battimmore city to-day, Judge Gilmore pre- 
-siding, the grand jury came in with two pro- 
semtmonts agesinst Mrs. Elizabeth G. Wharton, 
the first for fcloniously, wilfatly, and with ma- 
lice aforethou ght, killing and murdering Gen 
Wm. Scott Ketcham, U.8. A., by administer. 
ing tartar emetic or some other poisonous drug, 
on or about the th of June, 1871. The ser. 
ond presentment was for attempting to kill and 
murder Eugene Van Ness by administering 
poison about the same time. There were 
eighteen witnesses before the grand jury, 
among whom were Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Van 
Ness, Mr. and Mrs. Snowden, Dr. P. C. Wil- 
liams, Dr. S. C. Chew, Gen. W. W. Price, Pay- 
master General U. 8. A., and Dr. Aiken, pro- 
fessor of chemistry in the University of Balti- 
more. The grand jury was composed of some 
of the most influcntial citizens of Baltimore, 
one of the members being a prominent State 
Senator. As the case is not bailablie, the 
sheriff will take Mrs. Wharton into custody 
this afternoon.

At twenty 
minutes to o’clock Mrs. Wharton an 

danghter, with Mis. Crawford Nelson and 
Sheriff Albert, took one carriage, and the 
Marshals the other, and were driven to the 
city jail. The mother and daughter were 
deeply vailed. Mrs. Whartof was then hand- 
ed over to the custody of the warden of the 
jail. She selected an empty cell, which she ts 
permitted to furnish in the plaivest manner, 
and her daughter allowed the privilege of re- 
maining with her during the evening. While 
the case has shocked the entire comununity, 
the deepest sympathy is manifested for the 
unfortunate family.

GOTHAM’S POOR. 


Appailing Pictures of Tencment- 
House Life in New York. 
{From the New York Times. 
“GOTHAM COURT.”’ 

Ihe old tenement at Nos, 30 and 38 Cherry 
street, known as Gotham Court,“ was recent- 
ly condemned by the Board of Health. It 
was in a most horrid condition. The editice— 
it seems more like a charnal-house—occupies 
two lots of ground, about 20 feet front by 
200 feet deep, and is five stories in hight 

court twelve feet wide bounds it 
on either side, and affords means of ingress 
and egress. No. 34, adjoining, is a situllar 
building, and, like No. 48 on the other side, 
seems to be as filthy and unhealthy, nyse 
they have thus far escaped the San of the 
Health Officers. In the condemned building 
are nearly 200 families and 700 souls. The sun- 
light may briefly warm the window-panes, but 
never can penetrate their rooms, which are 
dark and noisome in the extreme. The walls 
in some places are covered with a green slimy 
sweat. The very boards appear to be satur- 
ated with tht foul vapors which arise from the 
cellar, and are conpensed from bascuient to 
roof. yn the cellar is an open sewer, the sur. 
face of which is level with the floor. A board 
bridge, slimy, rotten and black, spans its 
length. Occasionally it overtiows, and all the 
floor is flooded. 

Its pestiferous liquid, made up from a thou- 
sand und one nauseous ingredients, emitted a 
horrible oder. Open gretings in the court pave- 
ment exude this smell, which occasionally, on 
damp mornings and evenings, is a visible mist. 
This is diflused through the atmosphere above, 
and oll. these 700 lungs soak it in ike so many 
sponges. They claim that there is no disease 

ow. But should an epedemie or infection 
start, it is difficult to see how any one could 
escape death. Usually the court was fall of 
children, playing. bee were dirty and pale, 
without « blush of heaith, which pure air and 
bright sunlight are sure to giveto youth. Not 
a sparkling eye was seen, nor a buoyant, merry 
laugh was heard among all their number. The 
police state that other places in the vicinity 
are even worse, and that between sunset and 
sunrise the stench there is most horrible. If 
the wakeful watchmen experience this, what 
awful poison must be distilled through the 
sleepers’ bodies. 

MORE HORRIBLE SIGHTS: 

In the third ward are many similar horrors, 
In company with officers Fay and Saxton, we 
visited the places along Greenwich and Wash- 
ingion streets. At 26 of the latter street arc 
double front and rear tenements, six stories in 
hight. Between them is a narrow paved 
yard, perhaps fifteen fect in width, containing 
the ont houses, which, apparently, have no 
sewer connections, and were choked with all 
sorts of nastiness. The cellars in the front 
contained stagnant water cighteen inches deep, 
and covered with a putrid green and yellow 
scum. Boards and plains were floating npon 
the surface. The stench from this was awful 
—beyond the measure of language. Ii is aid 
that there are mora than 200 persons living in 
the building, and the entire annual rental 
ameounts to $0,000. The halls and rooms are 
cark, dingy and poorly ventilated. 

But worse than all other places that we saw 
wis en immense brick block, seven stories 
Lich, al out 100 fect fronting on Washington 
ad West streets, and about 200 feet along 
Morris cireet. It is called Burk's Barracks” 
ty the tenants. There are several separate 
buildings, but all are said to be owneg by one 
party. A narrow court, perhaps fifteen feet 
wiec, is in the rear. This spacc contains about 
1(0 p ies, all of which are said to be in the 
-:we condition as those that were opened to 
us. The vault seemed choked with stuff nearly 
to the seat, and the seats, floors, and even the 
paving stones, were cither piled up or be- 
smeared with excrement and reeking with vile 
liquids. The stench was so horrible that we 
turned away faint with nausea. While we 
were there some beastly mortal threw a news- 
paper bundle of unmentionable stuff from the 
u»per story; other vicious rascals drooped 
chips and cinders upon us. There are said to 
be over three thousand persons living in that 
huge building, which covers about an acre of 
apace. The pestilential odors from those ex- 
creseent heaps are breathed night and day by 
all that number of people, whose lungs, like a 
sporge, must soak in those poisonous vapors. 
‘Lhe rooms are small, dark, and bady ventilated, 
and exorbitant rents are asked. The annual 
inccme to the owners is Sid to be 860,000. 
Should a fire gain any headway there, the nar- 
row court would serve as a funnel through 
which all the flames would be sucked, and the 
epace where the fire-escapes are would be a 
tiery furnace and funeral pile to every living

Man's 
inhumanity to man” cannot have a more apt 
and extrem illustration than in these tenement 
sepulchres of living, dying souls, whose hard. 
foreed rent swells the pockets of pampered 
proprietors, who, in some cases, live upon the 
fat of the land, dress in purple aud Une linen, 
roll in wealth and daze the idle eyes at watering- 
pleces and other fashionable resorts. Some of 
them have shame, and others are brazen and 
defiant. Three principal ones made a grand 
display at Newport last summer. Several now 
flash and dach at Long Baanch. One has been 
the leading lady of fashion at Saratoga Springs. 
Others have not only gorgeous city mansions, 
but elegant country villas in suburban tons. 
Not a few are cither attendants or members

of the public funds, but also the creation 
of adangerous military aristocracy devoted 
with heart and soul to the interests of the 
monarch, and directly inimical to the rights 
of the people. They deem the services 
of these gentlemen, although most valu- 
able, only a part of their duty, and 
that the many years of comparatively idle 
and sumptuous leisure enjoyed by them at 
the expense of the people entitled the lat- 
ter to expect Some good service during the 
few months of actual fighting. 

But, in justice to the German Govern- 
ment, it should be stated that, while its lib- 
erality to some of the successful Generals 
somewhat exceeded the proper limits, it 
did not forget those poor fellows from the 
ranks who lost théir limbs and their health 
in the bloody strife. A sum of two hun- 
dred and forty_millions of thalers has been 
set aside from the war indemnity to be 
paid by France for their support; and the 
crippled veterans are endowed ina man- 
ner entirely novel in Germany, where they 
were in former years sent adrift to beg a 
miserable living on the public streets. Ac- 
cording to their greater or lesser ability to 
provide for themselves, they receive an an- 
nual pension of from two to three hundred 
dollars, a sum by far greater than we allow 
to our own crippled pensioners. This is 
done all the easier as the German pension 
fund has been provided without imposing 
any additional burdens upon the people. 

This latter measure smoothed in some 
degree the way for the allowance of the 
large grants to the leaders, which otherwise 
might have resulted in an open rupture be- 
tween the executive And legislative branches 
of the Government.

Why Not Abolish All Street Parades?

It is doubtiui if they ever subserve any good 
end, while the lives lost (for it is rarely that 
any large parade does not result in some

Had there been no Charles I., 
there would have been no Cromwell; and had 
there been no Cromwell, history would not 
have been smeared by the existence of so con- 
temptible a wretch as the lecherous buffoon 
Charles II.; nor probably would English civil- 
ization have been cursed by a monarchical 
humbug at once so tyrannical and pusillani- 
mous as bis brother, James II. The revolu- 
tion of 1688 was the coro , the natural and 
most desirable sequence, of two intolerable 
nuisances: Puritaniam and its reaction.

A GErg™MAN philosopher has lately been en- 
gaged in a study of the peculiarities of cannibals. 
He has ascertained that there are at present 
about 2,000,000 of the population of the earth who 
dave an appetite for human flesh. The following 
is the latest census of this interesting class of 
our fellow-beings: The Battas, 200,000 souls; the 
cannibals of the Niger Delta, 100,000; the Fans, 
80,000; the cave-dwellers of the Bassuto country, 
10,000; the Niam-Niam, about 500,000; the Miran- 
has and Mesayas, 2,000; the other South Ameci- 
can cannibals, 1,000; the Australian aborigines, 
50,000; the Melanesians (without including New 
Guinea), 1,100,000. 

AMONG the evil effects of the Franco-Ger- 
man war it has been observed that in the vicinity 
of the scenes of great battles vegetation has been 
generally if not entirely destroyed—at any rate, 
materially impaired. Such plants as have not ac- 
tually died have withered or grown up wan and 
sickly, as if poisoned by some injurious substance 
in the air or soil. German chemists have ex- 
piained the phenomenon as arising from the dif- 
fusion of sulphur in the air and over the surface 
ofthe soil. This sulphur, in the shape it is con- 
tained in the smoke of gunpowder, is supposed to 
combine with the oxygen inthe atmosphere to 
form sulphurous acid, a deadly poison in its ef- 
tects on organism of any kind. 

Tae Roman Catholic zeal of two English 
noblemen, Lord Gainsborough and his son, the 
Hon. Edward Noel, came very near provoking 
popular violence at the Hotel d Angleterre, Rome, 
recently.

There might, therefore, have been an attack 
of 20,000 rioters; not the rioteis of mere turbu- 
lence, but rioters whose political hate of cen- 
ties would have been aroused. It would 
have been a riot of the most enormous pro- 
portions. My fancy cannot do full justice to 
the thought. Had this fearful riot occurred 
the loss of life of — thousands of inno- 
cent persons as u as guilty, and the pillage 
and destruction of houses would have attend- 
edit.

Laying then some 
fragments of tobacco leaf in its center, he rolls 
the whole into a shape somewhat resembling a 
éigat. This roughly shaped cigar is then placed 
in an non gauge where it is cut to the required 
eize, . 
sround it. The cigar is then ready te be dried. 
‘the degree of manual dexterity required for 
this apparently simple process can only be ade- 
quately estimated after one has made several 
attemts to make a cigar. 

The following facte regarding the new appa- 
ratus, and the mode of operation, were gleaned 
yesterday on a visit to a manufactory on Fourth 
street. No particular difference from that usu- 
ally in the hand manufacture, was ob- 
served in the treatment of the tobacco accord- 
ing to the new process, until the leaf came to be 
cut into binders and wrappers. The workman 
who cut out these could make more out of the 
same size of leaf, as they are cut much narrower 
than when it is contemplated to roll them by 
hand Thiele an important saving, as the wrap- 
pers and binders are made of the most expensive 
tobacco. A girl takes such of the strips as are 
suitable for wrappers, lays them in a pile ona 
block, and. placing upon them a stamp, with 
one blow cuts from twenty-five a hundred 
wrappers to the desired shape. Formerly this 
was done by a workman who used a knife instead 
of the stamps, and he formed each wrapper 


singly. 

The apparatus is in the main very 
simple. Its general form resembles closely that 
ot a sewing machine. In the corner of the ma- 
‘chine isa groove. Into this grove the filling is

strument in an hour. 


With this new apparatus, of which the above 
isa general description, three giris cam make 
twelve hundred cigars a day. To make this num- 
ber by hand occupied a pretty expert workman 
a week. Asaving of tobacco of over fifteen per 
cent. is effected by the new pracess, and a thou- 
sand cigars can be made by it eight dollars 
cheaper than by hand. When this new process 
is generally known, its influence on the cigar 
trade and manufacture will doubtless be im- 
mense.

Mortuary Report fer the Past Week— 
Ninety-twe Deaths, Against Fifty- 
the Same Week of Last 

Year. 

The week closing yesterday was ome of the 
most fatal of any known for four or five years 
past. This is probably due, in a large measure, 
to the iutense heat of the pas seven days, in its 
steady continuance almost unprecedented in the 
history of the last decade. Five deaths are report- 
ed from sun-stroke alone, while many found in the 
list below either proceeded directly from, or were 
aggravated in their symptoms by, the close and 
tearfully sultry temperature.
